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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


THE BUDGET REQUESTS 


Increases in the amounts requested for the town’s 1950 
departmental budgets and special articles, while considerably 
higher than the appropriations made a year ago, are not 
unexpected. 

Officials have been pointing out for some time that the 
amount of money needed to run the town and keep abreast of 
its expansion would be much higher than ever before. 

They have observed that a generous legislature has made it 
necessary to increase aid to the aged and the needy; that the 
full effect of the 1949 town meeting vote to reduce the hours 
of police and firemen will be felt this year; that there is a 
marked growth in the school population which soon must be 
met with more classrooms and teachers; and that improvements 
are needed in certain water facilities. 

The latter item accounts for one of the largest amounts 
requested in the special articles, $114,000 for a new reservoir 
which the board of public works finds necessary after experi- 
encing some trying moments during the past hot and dry

The Conservative platform 
pledges to maintain the social ser- 
vices. And that is the Welfare 
State. It promises to cut taxes, 
streamline the government, main- 
tain full employment, and encour- 
age private initiative.

A special Tuberculosis program 
was held at Punchard Thursday, 
with Mrs. Barbara French, a rep- 
resentative of the Essex County 
Health association, as guest speak- 
er.
